GOVERNMENT’S INTERESTS. 

Sir Philip Haneoh, Acting Chairman of the 
Board of Works, gave evidence as to “the reii- 
“ways in which the Government was, financially 
sinterested. He said thefe were four’ railways 
to which the Government had advanced loans | 
not yet repaid. These were the Clara and 
Benagher, the Letterkenny, the Southern, and 
the Cork, Blackrock, and Passage. They wero 
also interested in sixteen railways conetructed 
under baronial guarantees for whith the Go- 
vernment was liable to repay to the counties a 
part of what they paid under 
the guarahtees, as.well as in two railways con- 
structed by Government grants, from which the 
Government derived a smail-income, and three 
colliery lines constructed by the Government 
funds during the European war. The three 
latter’ were the Wolfhill, Castlecomer, and 
Arigpva Jines. . ' i 
.Having déalt with the finances of the respec- 
tive compáúiéa, the witness said that the three 
colliery ‘lines had beet put in charge of the 
Board of Works in August; 1921, at the end of 
the period of Government gontrol, with direc- 
tidng to keep them open and working at the 
least’ possible expense to the State until the 
Free, State Government should decide what to 
do with them. The Board of Works, with the 
co-operation of the working companies, intro- 
duced certain changes with a view te reduce or 
elitninate the loss on working which was borne 
by the State.- These changes came into effect 
in January and February of the present year. 


PUBLIC OWNERSHIP. 


Mr. A. G: Walkden, General Secretary, . Rail- 
way Clerks’ Association of Great Britain and 
Ireland, in the course of his evidence, said that 
his association in both countries had for many 
vears been favourable to nationalisation of 
the railways. They were also of the opinion 
that puolic ownership and management of al! 
‘the. Irish railways would be preferable to unifi- 
cation under private ownership ©r to grouping 
under private ownership, and that the services 
rendered by the Post Office should -be co- 
ordinated -with the railway service and brought 
under the same control. : 

Regarding rates of pay and condition’ of em- 
ployment, the witness said that the grades 
represented by the Association should have 
these. maintained as at present and improved 
wherever practicable. 

Further éxamined, Mr. Walkden said that it 
was his opinion that the docks and harbours 
should be taken over and worked in conjunc- 
tion with the, railways. It was very essential 
tliat all these should be worked under thé same 
administration. 

He recommended that the country should be 
advertised on-a large scale. so as to attract 
tourists, and thus help to develop the country. 
He thought that, as in Switzerland, the tourist 
traffic coujd be made remunerative, 

Dealing with the question of management of 
the proposed wationslised railvays, witness said. 
that it was suggested in England that there 
should be a Minister responsible to Parliament, 
assisted: by seven Commissioners, “In our 
view, witness aided, “three Commissioners 
should be sufficient for Ireland.”

The 
issue is the same to-day, not because of the 
Pact, but because of the attempt to misuse the 
Pact. Let us remember that we have had no 
elections since 1918, Some of the present mem- 
bers of the Dail have never been voted upon 
by the people. The rest have not been voted 
upon since December, 1918. We are, therefore, 
almost. as far from a genuine election as the 
Irish Party was. And if we are not careful, 
we will have another landslide in the future

Finally, let me say one word about Binn Fein. 
I have borne that title when it was dangerous 
to do so. [ was proud of it then and I am 
proud of it now: Sinn Fein is not a close 
political corporation.

‘LORD MAYOR AND 
TOLERANCE, 
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There was a representative attendance at the 
3 onpuel meeting of the Sick and Indigent Room- 

cepers Society in the Dublin Mansion House 
yesterday. The Lord Mayor presided, - 

The annual report of the trustees was. read 
oy the Rev. John Flanagan, Adm.,  Pro- 
Cathedral. While expressing gratitude for the 
measure of support accorded them in ‘their 
efforts to lessen the volume of poverty in 
Dublin, the trustees regret that the resources 
at their command did not permit of the dis- 
bursement,of grants sufficiently generoug to 
benefit permanently a larger proportion of the 
recipients. The utmost efforis ‘have been 
directed towards reducing the debt to the bank. 

The report stated that the number of cases 
assisted (4,690) and the amount (£3,265 13s.) 
expended in their relief conveyed but a faint 
idea of the poverty, deep and widespread, in 
the city. It was only the visitors and those in 
close touch with the Society"s Work, conversant, 
es they are, with the vast amount of unemploy” 
ment and sickness among the poor, who could 
fully realise the urgent necessity for such a 
society, and the great good that might. be ac- 
complished in cases where generous and prompt 
assistance were forthcoming. 

Timely help in the release 
tools and clothing or in the provision of a 
small dealer's stock-in-trade has in many cases 
borne excellent results. But the most “urgent 
need of all existed im those numerous and 
pitiable cases where sickness deprives a family 
of the earnings of its breadwinner. For these 
the Committee made a special appeal. The 
trustees had to come to the help of even middle- 
class families—reduced through trade depression 
to absolute#want. 

Having referred to the loss the 
sustained by the death of iis vice-patron, the 
late Most Rev. Dr. Walsh, complimentary 
allusion was made to his successor, the Most 
Rev. Dr. Byrne. The Society has returned ío 
ils former address, 2 Palace: street.

The Committee notéd that in the “ transfer 
of functions ' Order of recent date all refer- 
ences to the tgansfer to the Provisional Govern- 
ment of the duties of the Ministry of Pensions 
in Ireland had been omitted, and, therefore, 
that the position of the Committee would be 
somewhat isolated. 

The Secretary reported that in consequence 

he had pressed the Committee's resolution on 
the subject of the direct representation of the 
Committee on the new Central Advisory Com- 
mittee at London. 
' The Secretary reported that, pursuant to the 
Waz Pensions Act, 1921, the reorganisation of 
Committee areas seemed to have been carried 
out over many counties and borough counties in 
England and in Scotland, but that a definite 
communication on the subject had not yet been 
furnished to the City of Dublin Committee.

James Greer, of the Royal Irish Constabulary, 
and of his son, Thomas, who aleo served in the 
lice hye Ma. é me riod, was told at the 
inquest a all, Boyle, County Roscomm 
where the murders were comsmitted, . mn 

The principal witness was Valentine Greer. 
Early on Sunday morning the family heard a 
motor car near the house, and soon afterwarde 
a knock came to the door, and his father got 
out of bed and asked who was there, e 
reply was, “ Raiders for arms.” The witness 
and his brother Thomas got out of bed and 
went downstairs. Three men, two of whom 
wore maeke, entered and asked for arms. They 
were told that there were no arme in the house. 
Two of ther next seized his father, and when 
the witness's sister appealed to them they said, 
‘We are Catholics.” . The men then brought 
the witness, his brother Thomas, and his father 
sutside. Each of them had an escort of two 
men, who had revolvers. 

: The witness was ordered to stand in the 
middle of the road, and his father and brother 
were taken farther away. Then a man ran 
back from where Thomas was, and told the 
men who were guarding the witness to Jet him 
alone, advising him at the same time to run 
away, He asked the man what thev intended 
to do with his father and brother, and he 
replied that they would not trouble him and 
he would not trouble them. The man then 
pushed him away. , 

The witness continued:—‘{ jumped aeross 
the wall and ran for ten or fifteen yards, when 
I dropped into a drain and remained there until 

_Saw two men coming after me. I imme- 
diately got up and ran towarde the house. I 
was admitted by my sister, Annie. I was 
about five minutes in the house when I heard 
a yoliey of about seven or eight shote, followed 
immediately afterwargls by a volley of about 
ten. I then heard someone shouting to come 
on. and heard a car moving off.” 

The witness next told how he and his brother, 

Joe, and his sister went out to search for their 
father and Thomas. They found them lying on 
the road. Their father was dead, but Thomas 
was living. . The witness sent ‘his sister for a 
priest, and lay down with Thomas until agsist- 
ance arrived. Afterwards his father and brother 
were carried to the house on a door. 
_ The witness, replying to a question by a 
juror, said that while he was lying on the road 
with Thomas he asked him why the men had 
shot him, and he replied that one of them had 
said to him, “ You are the fellow that shot 
Father Griffin.” 

“That was a lie,” added. the witness, 
“ because Thomas was in Patrickewell from the 
day that he joined the force until he was dis- 
banded, except for three weeks that he was in 
Mullingar.” 

Dr. Madden, of Boyle, who was called to see 
the two men, said that he found thirteen exit 
and entrance wounds on Thomas. He thought 
that eight shots had been fired at Thomas and 
four at his father. 

The jury found that death in each case was 
due to gunshot wounds inflicted by unknown 
persons. 


g CRIME DENOUNCED.

BOLSHEVISM, © 


CANON NESTOR AND THE 
GALWAY OUTRAGE. 

Canon Nestor, P.P., V.G., preaching at the 
Cathedral, Galway, on Sunday morning, said :'— 
1 think it is my duty to refer to an incident 
that took place in.the town during the week— 
namely, the unauthorised removal of the statue 
of Lord Dunkellin, and its subsequent de- 
struction in my own parish. Such an act was a 
grave violation of the fourth and seventh Com- 
mandments—of the fourth, as a usurpation of 
dawful authority, and of the seventh, as a 
wanton and malicious destruction of property 
by men who did not own it. Now let me not 
be misunderstood. I am of opinion that there 
were m&ny eminent Galway men whose statues 
the majority of our citizens, myself amongst the 
number, would prefer to see gracing our square, 
res in justice to the late Lord Dunkellin, it 
should be stated that he was a very different 
type to his brother, the late Lord Clanricarde. 
He was known to be a most charitable gentie- 
man. But this is beside the question. 

The statue was the property of the citizens 
of Galway, and the only authority in town 
which could lawfully remove fit is the Urban 
Couneil) ax representing the citizens. By what 
right, then, did those men take it upon them- 
sclves to pull down and destroy this statue? 
The deed savours of Bolshevism; in other 
words, it is the deed of men who recognise no 
authority but their own. I may say .that I 
have met men of the labouring class who as 
strongly condemn the outrage as any other 
sections of the community. These men have 
strong views on the Labour question, but, as 
they said, they “ draw the line at this kind of 
thing.” 

lt is well to take this opportunity of pointing 
cut that there.are doctrines being preached in 
Galway lately which are in direct opposition to 
the teachings of Catholic theology, and, there- 
fore, pure heresy. The destroyed statue was a 
work of art by the greatest of Irish sculptors, 
Foley. Had it been spared, it would have 
fetched at least £2,000. So I have heard on 
good authority. 


COURT COLLAPSE. 
JUSTICES REFUSE TO 
ADJUDICATE. 


The Justices at the Gorey Parish Court on 
Monday night—Messrs. Sean Byrne, Sean 
Gannon, and Shemus Swords—refused to 
adjudicate, and the court was adjourned. 

The first case which was called was brought 
in the name of Sergeant Connolly, of the 
Executive Forces, and the Chairman (Mr. 
Byrne) said that they would refuse to hear the 
case, as it had not been brought under the 
authority of Dail Fireann, the duly constituted 
Government of the country, and that they 
could not deal with cases “brought in an 
irregular way, ¢ 

Sergeant Connolly said that he regretted 
that he had not the assistance of the civil 
population, or of the justices, who were 
appointed io cagry out law and order. They 
had done their best to preserve the peace of 
the district without pay of any kind. and the 
magistrates’ action was a slur on the I.R.A. 
Executive Forces. 

The Chairman said that it was not a question 
of politics or of casting a slur on the I.R.A. 
or I.R.P., and no slur was intended. Pendmyg 
instructions from the Dail ‘hey would not 
adjudicate, unless the cases were brought "br 
the proper authority. 

Sergeent Connolly then left the’ court. 

The Clerk (Mr. Bolger) said that the Chair- 
man had stated that the cases were brourht in 
an ‘irregular wav. He denied that, and said 
that, in puitine them before them in that war, 
he had done his duty, As they had refused to 
adindicate he would call no more cases.

Sir Arthur declared that live stock had be- 
come the chief anchor of British agriculiure. We 
had become the stud farm of the world. There 
fore, ib was one of the first duties of a Minister 
of Agriculture not only to protect this great 
industry, but to encourage home breeding, the 
foundation of the entire. industry. 

They were told that they were putting a slur 
or stigma on Canadian cattle. That was not the 
case. lb applied to the whole of the resi of the 
world. It bad been maintained from 1896 to 
this day. As a result, there had been not only 
no serious disease: there had been a very great 
increase in the number of cattle—nea:ly a mil- 
lion—owing to the security and confidence of 
British caitle breeders. 

lt wag argued that the removal of the em- 
bargo would cheapen meat, It was a nonsensi- 
cal thing tw say that by keeping the embargo 
« Canadian catile they wore keeping up the 
price 6f. meat. At the outside the Canadians 
said they could send 200,000 animals only, 3 per 
cent. of the total number required.
